April 15, this year. 


At that time, T.M.Calabrese 
had a ditch dug across Andover 
Street, causing a delay of two 
hours in the gravel removal 
operations of Campanella and 
Cardi, Construction Engineers, 
building new route 93 in Wil- 
mington. After the ditch had 
been filled in by Arthur 
Hallem, Assistant Construction 
Engineer, Calabrese drove’ his 
car diagonally across the 
street, preventing further 
traffic.

SEPTIC TANK LOCATION 
HAS BEARING ON HEALTH 


Correct location of a septic 
tank and drain field is most 
important for health protec- 
tion and satisfactory opera- 
tion. When selecting a sight 
for a septic tank there are 
many factors to be taken into 
consideration. These include 
the water supply, kind of soil, 
lay of the land, driveways, 
location of shrubbery and 
trees. 

A properly installed septic 
tank system is money well 
spent. However, a poorly in- 
stalled system can be costly 
and troublesome. It should be 
noted that a cesspool is gen- 
erally a very inadequate way 
of handling sewerage from the 


shome. Maintenance costs of a 


cesspool and the trouble which 
it causes the home owner make 
cesspools a most undesirable 
method of taking care of any 
sewage problem. 

A septic tank serves as a 
collection basin and a digest- 
ion tank which separates the 
solids from the liquids. The 
liquid flows from the tank 
into the distribution field. 
The drain field or distribu- 
tion field consists of tile 
laid in ditches bedded in 
course gravel, and then back 
filled with soil. 

As the liquid flows through 


‘the tile, it seeps into the 


ground. The result is safe 
disposal of the effluent or 
liquid portion of the sewage. 
Some of the solids are never 
completely digested and drop 
to the bottom of the tank. 
There will be need for per- 
iodic cleaning of septic tanks

in 48 hours! 

So they are now going to 
mend broken bones almost as 
fast as we mend fractured 
cars. It really takes a pro- 
fessional ‘‘body’’man to re- 
store present day cars after a 
smash-up to make them look and 
be as good as they were before 
anything happened to! them.
